WELCOME TO NEW ENGLAND '93 


Dear Fellow NENA Members and Guests - 

Welcome to NEW ENGLAND '93 and the 49th convention of 
the New England Numismatic Association. NENA has come a 
long way since its informal beginning in 1941, when a small 
group of prominent numismatists from many parts of New 
England met in Boston to discuss the merits of forming a 
regional coin collectors organization. Their intent was to fill the 
void between the national American Numismatic Association 
and local coin clubs. The untimely death of Shepard Pond, who 
had organized the first New England Numismatic Association 
meeting, and the onset of World War II postponed the second 
meeting of NENA until 1 945. From that time until today, there 
has always been an annual conclave of coin collectors and coin 
dealers brought together to enhance their knowledge and 
enjoyment of their hobby. 

This year, 1993, the New England Numismatic Association 
marks a new page in its history. For the first time, NENA has 
joined in a partnership with a professional show promoter, Tom 
Lacey of Massasoit Rare Coins, who is managing the bourse. 
Tom brings to our organization his expertise in running 
successful commercial coin shows. 

The cooperative efforts of your volunteer NENA Board Members 
working hand in hand with Tom and Andrea Lacey have 
produced New England '93, two days of numismatic events 
and activities. The Bourse opens on Friday at noon to the 
public, and this year we are pleased to announce that all 90 
dealer tables have been sold. This convention promises to be 
one of the most exciting opportunities in recent years for 
collectors and hobbyists in this area. On Friday evening at 
7:15, Fred Serafino and Bob Moffatt will be conducting an 
interesting and exciting auction in the Cotillion Room. Again 
this year, exhibitors are competing for the Eliott L. Goldberg 
Award, the Best of Show award, which will be presented along 
with First Place category awards at the conclusion of our 
annual meeting on Saturday. Three highly respected 
numismatists, Arthur M. Fitts III, Jan M. Dyroff, and William T. 
Jones, will be talking on a variety of subjects at the Saturday 
Little Theater programs. At the NENA Annual Meeting on 
Saturday at noon, Ken Bressett, the Vice President of the 


American Numismatic Association, will be speaking to our 
membership and guests. Our Young Numismatists will be 
enjoying day long activities on Saturday under the guidance of 
Larry Gentile, well known throughout the hobby for his 
dedication to YN programs. Saturday afternoon there will be 
a drawing held for raffle prizes, including a US Five Dollar Gold 
Piece. There will also be door prizes given away during the two 
days of the convention. 

The 1993 NENA medal was designed by Jon Melick, Legal 
Advisor to NENA. The medal, struck by the V.H. Blackinton 
Company of Attleboro Falls, Massachusetts, celebrates the 
bicentennial of the first authorized United States coinage in 
1793. The medal is available for sale in silver and copper at 
the NENA registration desk. 

Enjoy your visit with us. I think you will agree with me that 
numismatics is alive and well in New England '93.
